Wright Brothers. 


I f you hear a 
sputtering 
and a 
purring noise overhead one of these 
days iii the close future you can just 
settle back with an aeroplane slant at 
the sky and gaze upon the latest cre­ 
ation of the genius of Rush county, a 
for-sure-enough flying machine. And 
while its advent is a bit belated still 
it will be the most perfect and prac­ 
tical machine that ever 
flapped a 
wing arid will be well worth waiting 
for. 
Will Culbertson, a young farmer, 
living three miles southwest of Rush­ 
ville is the inventor of 
the 
latest 
fashion in aeroplanes. 
‘JBill,” as the countryside delights 
in calling him (and with added f a ­ 
miliarity now since he has his hand 
wiped oft’ ready to reach out and 
shake hands with success) i> just an 
ordinary or common garden variety 
appearing farm er of the vintage of 
the early eighties. 
To take a slant 
at him one would think he knew more 
about fertiliser spreaders than things 
that fly in the air. Ah, birt there one 
would be grossly mistaken. 
Come over close now and we will 
hear something about it, as it flowed 
from the nervous lips of the great in­ 
ventor. 
Exhibiting a perfect working mod­ 
el, that will fly as sure as you are a 
foot high, he said: 
“ Sorry I broke in the game so late 
with the Culbertson machine as my 
brother and I worked on a flying ma­ 
chine fifteen years ago. 
That was 
long before the Wright brothers ever 
dreamed of getting off the ground. 
“We took for our model the buz­ 
zard. 
Hour after hour, and day a f­ 
ter day, we studied the movements of 
that great bird as it Boarded lazily 
through the air without apparent ef­ 
fort. 
We knew that since the buz­ 
zard was able to stay in the air we 
should be smart enough to get next 
to his methods. 
So now, if we are 
successful as we hope to be we will 
owe everything to the buzzard. 
“Oimfirst machine we built of wood 
and canvas and completed it nearly 
ten years ago. 
We put a two horse 
power steam engine in the thing and 
before we could get it ready for a 
trial flight the engine blew up and 
came near killing beth ray brother 
and I. 
We are wearing a few sears 
from that experiment 
today. 
The 
machine we have now perfected is on 
the same plan as the first one, but we 
are using different material in the 
construction. 
“My first flight, which will be soon, 
will be a visit to Rushville where I 
will flirt around the court house tow­ 
er. and a few high spots and then 
return home.” 
And from every angle it look> as if 
the dreams of the enthusiastic farm- 
er-in veil tor will come true. 
His fly­ 
ing machine has many features and 
points far superior to any aeroplane 
now successfully flown. It is built on 
the monoplane style, but the carriage 
for the aviator swings below, where 
the driver sits undistturbid under a 
dead center. 
It is capable of car­ 
rying from three to six passengers. 


It can not be upset in the strongest

Mr. Morehart has 
already identified the explosives as 
those he sold tile men. 
Ile i.- an in­ 
teresting talker and tells of several 
close calls from death he 
has had 
from handling the dangerous explo­ 
sives. 
The Portland man gave to Detec­ 
tive Burns the first clue upon which 
the alleged* 
dynamiters 
were run 
down and arrested. 
Ile identified the 
dynamite found by the Burns opera­ 
tives at Peoria after the bridge ex­ 
plosion there, as part of a shipment 
he sold to a man calling himself “J. 
B. Bryce." and delivered to “Bryce” 
along a country road near Muncie. 
After the arrest of tile iron workers’ 
officials, Morehart identified 
Jam* 
McNamara as the man to whom 
he 
had sold the dynamite and nitrogly­ 
cerine. 
Morehart will be a mod im­ 
portant witness at the trial of the 
McNamara brothers next month 
at 
Los Angeles, Cal. 
While here Mr. Morehart shot a 
gas well for the Central Fuel Com­ 
pany on the Morris Kirk farm, four 
miles southwest oY the city. The well 
is ©aid to be a good one 
and will 
prove a valuable addition to the com­ 
pany’s -upply. 
The other well shot 
by Mr. Morehart was north of the 
city, belonging to the Rn A n ile Gas 
Company. A good supply cf gas was 
found there.

Inquiry at a wrecked 
store, where I tried to get through to 
Terre Haute by telephone to a whole­ 
sale establishment, where I hoped to 
get a stenographer to take my “stuff’’ 
and read it over the wire to Indian­ 
apolis, isost me ten minutes without 
success. 
Inquiry there for an avail­ 
able automobile resulted only in my 
obtaining a livery* rig with which to 
reach the essential centers of infor­ 
mation.
